INSIDE  THE  LINES 

Fourth  Week  of  Eckrl  Derr  Biggers’ 

F Mnous  War  Drama 


At  the  Copley  Theatre  next  Mon- 
day will  begin  the  fourth  week  of 
Earl  Derr  Diggers’  drama  of  the 
present  war,  “Inside  the  Lines,” 
which  ran  last  season  in  New  York, 
and  is  now  nearing  the  end  of  its 
first  year  in  London.

With  its  heroine  a clever  Amer- 
ican business  girl,  European  buy- 
er for  a New  York  department  store 
when  the  war  broke  out,  and  with 
the  compulsion  to  land  her  treas- 
ure trove  safe  in  New  York  at  any 
hazard,  “Inside  the  Lines”  has 
plenty  heart  interest,  besides  a plot 
of  world  interest,  spies,  conspira- 
cies, mines  and  other  elements  that 
make  a present  day  appeal.  The 
scene  of  “Inside  the  Lines”  is  the 
famous  fortress,  the  Rock  of  Gib- 
raltar. The  time  is  about  three 
years  ago  at  the  opening  of  the 
war.  All  the  picture'^ que  and  color, 
ful  Gibraltar  life,  with  its  hordes  of 
tourists,  its  military  officers,  etc., 
enter  into  the  telling  of  the  story 
of  “Inside  the  Lines,”  which  has 
been  called  by  the  critics  “the  best 
war  play  since  “Secret  Service.”  It 


contains  secret  agents  and  disast- 
ers a- planning,  and  is  as  up-to-the- 
minute  in  its  timeliness  as  the  latest 
newspaper  extra,  dealing  with  love 
and  courage,  and  pluck  and  loyalty, 
and  the  real  American  feeling  of 
the  hour. 

It  is  curious  how  current  plays 
reflect  the  news  of  the  day.  Now 
the  interest  in  spies  is  current. 
When  one  is  discovered  in  New 
Jersey  another  crops  up  in  Mis- 
souri, and  every  one  of  them  at- 
tracts attention  in  books  or  on  the 
stage,  as  does  also  all  matter 
about  coast  defences  or  gun  fac- 
tories or  the  wireless.  This  is 
just  the  point  of  “Inside  the 
Lines”,  one  of  the  many  war  plays 
that  have  followed  hard  on  the  Eu- 
ropean conflict.  “Inside  the  Lines” 
specializes  on  spies.  The  hero  is 
a chap  who  plays  a regular  Wil- 
liam Gillette  spy  role  and  gets 
away  with  it  in  regular  Gillette 
fashion.  But  he  is  not  the  only  spy 
in  “Inside  the  Lines”.  Not  for  a 
minute  for  there  are  others.  Af- 
ter the  great  success  of  “The  Man 
Who  Stayed  at  Home”,  which  ran 
for  more  than  six  months  at  the 
Copley,  it  seems  likely  that  such 
a play  as  “Inside  the  Lines”,  with 
plenty  of  war  and  war  intrigue, 
but  no  firing  of  guns  or  cannon 
in  it,  should  also  interest  Boston 
theatre-goers.  Seats  are  now  an 
sale  for  next  week.

PLAYS  TO  COME  to  be  Acted 
by  the  Henry  Jewett  Players 


NEXT  WEEK 

“INSIDE  THE  LINES,”  A 

war  drama  in  three  acts  by  Earl  Derr 
Diggers. 

Acted  in  New  York  at  the  Long- 
acre  in  February,  1915.  Acted  in 
London  at  the  Apollo  Theatre, 
May  23,  1917.

“THE  PHILANDERER.”  A 

comedy  in  four  acts  by  George  Bernard 
Shaw. 

First  acted  at  the  Court  Theatre, 
London,  Feb.  5,  1907,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Vedrenne  and  Barker.
